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ANOTHER FIERCE STORM 


Second Blizzard in Week Grip. Mid- 


dle ,>Vest— Rail Coamuaicetioa 


at Staadstill 


For the second time within a week, 


Chicago, from Friday until Monday, 
was the "blizzard capital" of the na- 
tion. 
The latest storm was more wide- 


spread and much more severe than 
the preceding one, and in fact if said 
to have been the worst blizzard the 
middle west has experienced in half 
a century. The death toll is reported 
to have been more than a hundred, 
and hundreds of cities and towns were 
isolated by the crippling of rail com- 
munication.

The storm extended from Canada 


to the Gulf of Mexico and from the 
Rocky Mountains to the Alleghenies, 
the snow and wind being accompanied 
by a sharp decline in temperature. 
Trains were stalled and shipments of 
food and fuel halted by the great 
drifts of snow, while wire service wa» 
also seriously crippled. 
, 
Stevens Point escaped the worst or 


the bli»|ard, but considerable snow 
fell inoThis vicinity and was badly 
drifted by the strong winds. How- 
ever, as a result of the tie-up of train* 
south of here, there was not a tram 
from Chicago into this city from 7:30 
o'clock Saturday morning until 10:46 
Monday morning. During this period 
no mail or express shipments were re- 
ceived from the south, and as a result 
Sunday papers were not to be had. 


Soo train No. 3, Chicago to Minn- 


eapolis, was the last train from the 
south last week, arriving at 7:30 a. m. 
Saturday, or 5H hours late. On Mon- 
day No. 17, Chicago to Duloth, pulled 
in at 10:45 a. m., 9% hours behind 
schedule. This train was followed by 
Nos 3 and 1 at short intervals, both 
bound for Minneapolis. Other north- 
bound trains Monday and Tuesday 
were also delayed.

The tags, on the face, bear this 


wording: 
"Save that shovelful of 


coal a day for Uncle Sam."

coal: 
"1 Cover furnaces and pipes with 


asbestos, or other insulation; 
also 


weather strip your windows, or stuff 
cracks with cotton." 
"2 Keep your rooms at 68 degrees 


(the 
best heat for health)." 


"3 Heat only the rooms you use 


all the time." 
"4 Test your ashes by sifting. If 


you find much good coal, there 
is 


something wrong with your heater 
See a furnace expert." 
"5 Write to the maker of your 


furnace or stove for practical direc- 
tions for running economically." 


"6 Save gas and electric light as 


much as possible—this will save coal 
for the nation." 
The fuel administration points out

Instead of asking for 
cash contributions, the school chil- 
dren will demand that householders

for war saving stamps, for Liberty 
bonds, and at the same time add to 
the government's coal pile.

PIONEER RESIDENT DIES 


Demise of John Eiden, Jr., Removes 


One of Portage County's Early 


Settlers 


John Eiden Jr., who came to Port- 


age county as a boy in 1856 and who, 
during the intervening years, was a 
continuous and highly regarded resi- 
dent of the county, died at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. George W. Al- 
len, 111 Jefferson street, this city, at 
12:30 o'clock last Saturday afternoon. 


Mr. Eiden from 1856 until Decem- 


ber 23, 1916, when he came to reside 
with his daughter in this city, lived 
on a farm at Ellis, in the town of 
Sharon the property having been pre- 
viously owned by his father. In a fall 
from a wagon two years ago last 
June he suffered an injury to his 
shoulder, and since then had never 
been in good health. 
Hardening of 


the arteries developed and since last 
spring he has been an invalid, the re- 
sult of a stroke which affected his 
spine. 
He was confined to his bed 


since last Thanksgiving time. 


Mr. Eiden was a native of Rheins- 


feldt. Germany, and was 68 years or 
age, March 5, 1849, having been the 
date of his birth. In December, 185C, 
together with his parents and three 
brothers he left for the United States, 
arriving after a journey of eighty* 
three days at sea. The family came 
directly to Wisconsin, stopped for a 
short time in Fond du Lac and then 
came to Portage county, driving here 
with an ox team. The father took up 
some property in the town of Sha- 
ron, mostly wild land, and eventually 
this was developed into a fine farm. 


John Eiden was married November 


28, 1877, to Miss Annie Mary Schlies- 
mann at St. Martin's church at Ellis. 
They immediately took up their'resi- 
dence on the old homestead, where for 
a period of twenty-two yearn Mr. 
Eiden also conducted a store and sa- 
loon. He also served as postmaster 
at Ellis during the administrations of 
Presidents Harrison, McKinley and 
Roosevelt. 
This office was discon- 


tinued some years ago through the 
expansion of the rural delivery ser- 
vice. 


Mr. Eiden was an active republican 


for many years and was widely and 
favorably known throughout the coun- 
ty. He is survived by his widow and 
the one daughter, Mrs. George W. 
Allen. Two sons have died, Nicholas 
at the age of twenty and Henry in in- 
fancy. 


The death of Mr. Eiden also marks 


the passing away of the last member 
of his own immediate family, which 
consisted of nine boys, of whom he 
was the youngest. 
Four others also 


came to America and all of them lived 
at one time or another in Portage 
county. One of these bore the same 
name as the one whose death is now 
chronicled and was known as John 
Eiden. Sr. The latter left Germany 
several years before the others and for 
a time was not heard from. It was 
thought he might have died, and this 
accounts for the fact that, another 
member of the family was given the 
same name. The other three brothers 
who came to this country were Peter, 
Matthew and Nicholas. 


The funeral was held Tuesday, ser- 


vices being conducted at St. Martin's 
church at Ellis by Rev. H. J. Ehr, 
pastor of St Joseph's Catholic church 
of Stevens Point The casket bearers 
were Peter M. Eiden of Ellis. Peter 
Eiden of this city, Nicholas Eiden of 
Arnott, Walter and Henry Welch of 
Stockton and Peter Schliesmann of 
Ellis, all nephews of the deceased;

Germany was united as she never 


had been "before, at the close of the 
Franco-Prussian War; France

Alsace and Lorraine and obliged to 
pay the enormous indemnity of five 
billions of francs to the German treas- 
ury. 
Paris, capital of tha French 


empire, had capitulated before the 
German war machine, and the con- 
quered nation was on the verge of the 
greatest revolutionary upheaval in the 
history of modern civilization. 


The war over, the German -na- 


tion proceeded to bind the states to- 
gether by a constitution, which, in 
the words of the Historian Ridpatn, 
"conceded little to tha people—much 
to the government.

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AN OLD TIMER WRITES 


Henry B. Smith, Pioneer Conductor

Although not a public speaker, Mr. 


Metcalfe, in response to demands of 
his friends, finally consented to make 
a series of speeches on conditions in 
Germany. He has spoken at Belvi- 
dere and other cities in Illinois and at 
Lancaster and Platteville, Wis. 
At 


Platteville on one occasion he spoke 
for two hours to more than a thous- 
and persons, not one of whom left 
the hall before he had concluded. 


Mr. Metcalfe was in Berlin early in 


August, 1914, when the war clouds 
br^ke. Great 
excitement 
prevailed 


and soldiers, about to leave for the 
f-ont. thronged the streets of the city. 
The people expected a quick victory. 


Mr. Metcalfe is thorougly convinced 


that the German government spent

It was of no avail 
to explain to them that the Mexican 
trouble was not a war, but a bandit 
hunt.

President Wilson's statement of the 


war alms of America, following and al- 
most identical with that of Premier 
Lloyd George, placed flatly before the 
people of the central powers the choice 
between a reasonable peace and a con- 
tinuance of the war until they are 
forced to accept the terms offered them 
by 
victorious foes. 
Moreover, 
the 


choice of the German government must 
soon be made, for according to credible 
reports from Europe the statements of 
the president and the premier have 
brought close to a crisis the political 
dissension to the Fatherlan<Tand have 
served to unmask the pan-Germans, 
who demand, with threats, that the 
kaiser shall align himself with them 
for a "strong peace." The socialists 
stand as firmly as ever for a demo- 
cratic peace, and if Wllhelm sides 
against them, he and the Prussian mili- 
tarists will have before them the im- 
possible task of making good with de- 
cisive military victories orer the armed 
forces of Great Britain, Prance and the 
United States. If they fall, as fail they 
must. It Is easy to predict a sweeping 
revolution in Germany, but between 
now and that event must Intervene a 
long period of bluntly flghtinjr. The 
pnn-Gernums have no idea of yielding 
tamely, especially If they are support- 
ed by the emperor, which seems likely. 


In the main Mr. Wilson's address co- 


incided with that of Mr. Lloyd Oeorge 
so far as the essentials of peace ure 
concerned. He was a little more In- 
sistent on some points, a little less on 
others; and he spoke more at length 
about Russia, expressing 
the deep 


sympathy of America for the strug- 
gling people of that country and en- 
couraging the bolsherlki to stand firm 
against the terms of German con- 
quest. 


All through the program set forth 


by the president runs, as be said, the 
principle of justice to all peoples and 
all nationalities, abd their right to live 
on equal terms of liberty and safety 
with one another, whether they be 
strong or weak. 


Just one of the peace essentials as 


stated by Mr. Wilson met with some 
criticism in the United States, and that 
from certain Republican leaders. This 
was the section calling for the "estab- 
lishment of an equality of trade con- 
ditions among all the nation* consent- 
ing to the peece and associating them- 
verres for its maintenance." If that 
means the Hlmmatlon of all tariff*, a 
world free trade, say the Republican 
*tar<wni*n. they cannot aiwent to It AH 
who were quoted concerning the mes- 
sage declared It moat timely, for they 
bvBtre with the pretfoVnt that the 
moral climax of the war has come.

He asserted 
they wanted no help from the allies or 
America because their strength lay In 
their weakness; that the country for 
many miles was destitute, and that 
while the Germans could drive them 
back It would do them no good and 
they would not want to have millions 
of starving people on their hands. 


Conditions In Petrograd are becom- 


ing more desperate dally. The dry Is 
full of crime, disorder and dirt, and 
the people have little food and coal. 
Very severe winter weather Is adding 
to rne distress there. 


Break-Up of Russia Continues. 


The bolshevik! seem content, for the 


present, to permit the breaking up of 
Russia Into separate nationalities. A 
kind of a truce has been patched up 
with the-Ckralnlans. and Jh6 many I additional equipment add new instru- 
other new "governments" apparently 
are not molested. 
Lithuania Is the 


latest to declare Itself Independent. 
Finland Is well on the way to Indepen- 
dence, having been recognized by Ger- 
many, Sweden and France, and Its rep- 
resentatives being well received by 
other governments. 


The Cossacks of the south were hav- 


ing a harder time; official dispatches 
from Petrograd reporting that they 
had been defeated and put to flight by 
the bolshevik! forces. 


The Bulgarian parliament was •In- 


formed by Premier Radoslavoff that a 
peace compact had been formed be- 
tween Bulgaria and Russia, with the 
consent of the other central powers. 
On the other hand, the bolshevlkl gov- 
ernment rejected the separate peace 
proposals made by Turkey, asking the 
latter to participate In the general con- 
ference. 


Col.' William B. Thompson, who com- 


manded the American Red Cross mis- 
sion to Russia, has Jnst returned to 
this country and has much good to sny 
of the bolshevik! government. He Is 
convinced Its leaders are honest and 
sincere and not in the pay of the Ger- 
mans, nnd he believes the movement 
they have set on foot may result In a 
world pence. 


Fighting of the Week. 


A number of attacks In force and 


continuous activity of the artillery 
marked the week along the west front, 
but there was no great battle and no 
serious attempt to break through the 
lines by either side. The sector se- 
lected by the German high command 
for the expected big offensive was not 
revealed, but the belief grows that It 
will be In Belgium and that the main 
objective of the kaiser will be the cap- 
ture of Calais. Possession of this port 
of course, would be of Inestimable 
value to Germany, both In the subma- 
rine campaign and In threatening Eng- 
land 'with direct attack, as well as in- 
terrupting the short route between 
England and France. 


In Italy the weather and possibly 


shortage of ammunition brought al- 
most to a standstill the attempts of 
the Ansrro-Germans to break through 
Into the Venetian plains. Heavy snows 
fell In the Alps and threatened to shot 
off communication between the Trett- 
tlno and the fighting line, and the 
weather was stormy all the way from 
the mountains to the Adriatic. 


Vice Admiral Sims reported the tor- 


pedoing of the American steamship 
Harry Lockenhach, nine members of 
the crew being aiming. The British 
admiralty announced that the hospital 
ship Rewa was torpedoed aad sank In 
the Bristol channel. She was fall of 
woanded soldiers, hat all of them were 
safely landed, tboofh three Lascars of 
the crew were tost This new brutal 
crime of the Germans afforded the 
London Time* opportunity for mild

The Rewa was displaying all the 


lights and marking* reqalred hy The 
Hfljrne convention and was not within 
the so-called barred Eone. hat such 
fact* no longer mean anything to the 
German*. If Indeed they ever did. 


Bis continuance In the cabinet posi- 
tion he holds has been the object of 
attack, "both in the committee and In 
the country generally, and with full 
knowledge of that fact he appeared 
with a long and detailed statement of 
the war department's doings that serv- 
ed as an elaborate defense of It arid of 
himself as its head. Summing up the 
department's chief accomplishments, 
Mr. Baker said a large army Is In the 
field and In training, enlisted and se- 
lected without serious dislocation of 
the country's Industries; Its subsis- 
tence is above criticism, Its clothing 
supply Is now substantially complete; 
arms of the most modern kind have 
been provided by manufacture or pur- 
chased for the soldiers In France and 
will be available for every man who 
can be got to France In 1918; a sub- 
stantial army Is already on French 
soil and ready for active service, and 
lines of communication and supply 
and vast storage and other facilities 
are In process of construction there! 
great programs for the manufacture of 


ments of war have been formulated. 


The American army now in the field 


or In training, Mr. Baker said, num- 
bered nearly a million and a half, and 
he added: "No army of similar size ID 
the history of the world has ever been 
raised, equipped or trained so quickly. 
No such provision has ever been made 
for the comfort, health and general 
well-being of an army." 


The secretary did not undertake to 


deny that weak places In the depart- 
ment's organization had been discov- 
ered, but maintained that the reorgan- 
ization of bureaus and the creation of 
the war council had brought strength 
and efficiency. 
"We can now see the 


entire situation," he said. "The Initial 
rush needs are substantially supplied. 
The technical corps have been expand- 
ed and reorganized upon Industrial nfid 
efficient lines." 


Despite Mr. Baker's defense, the 


sentlnfent In congress for a separate 
cabinet department ofTnnnltlons seems 
to be jrrowinp stronger and the Repub- 
lican members set a day to consider 
the adoption of a resolution favoring 
such- iictton. 


Problems of Labor and Fuel. 


Secretary of Labor Wilson asserts 


there Is an amply supply of labor in 
the country, but the problem is one of 
proper adjustment. Therefore the gov- 
ernment has set In motion the machin- 
ery for the mobilisation nnd distribu- 
tion of an army of about 3.000.000 
workers for agriculture, shipbuilding 
and war contract plants. 
A network 


of interrelated labor exchanges will be 
established to recruit workers and 
transfer them from one section to an- 
other according to the demands. John 
R. Donsmore of Montana was selected 
to be national director of this service. 


More Insistent and more Immediate- 


ly painful than the labor problem Is 
the matter of fuel. The coal shortage, 
blamed by some authorities on the sel- 
fish greed of the operators, became so 
pronounced last week, especially In 
the east, that many Industrie* were 


| forced to close their doors and many 


more went on part time. 


In the house of representative* 


there was sharp criticism nf the fed- 
eral fuel administration, and one con- 
gressman declared that If the govern- 
ment could not control prices It should 
take over the mines. Fuel Adminis- 
trator GarfleM on Thursday announced 
the appointment of Mark L. Reqtia of 
Oakland. Cal» to take charge nf the 
oil Industry of the country, and It wan 
understood the government would take 
over the control of fuel oil as It has of 
foul. Distribution of the oft will cone 
flr*t and later the question of price 
regulation will he taken op. One most 
desirable re*n1t of this more win be to 
assure the navy an adequate supply 
of oil. which Hi the fuel of most of the 
recently built ve**ehx

DISINFECT FOR DISEASE 


In any outbreak of infectious di- 


sease among animals on the farm ot 
in the neighborhood thorough disin- 
fection of the premises is essential 
in preventing its spread. Certain sub 
stances such as freshly slaked lime, 
OP uiuuaked lime in powder form, 
chlorid of lime, carbolic acid, corro- 
sive sublimate, formalin, formalde- 
hyde gas, or a compound solution of 
cresol possess the power of destroy- 
ing bacteria with which they come 
in contact. To make the use of such 
substances of value, however, the 
work must be done with the utmost 
thoroughness. 
Careless disinfection 


is probably worse than none if it 
merely serves to give a false sense 
of security. 


In the disinfection of stables and 


premises the 
following 
directions 


should be carefully observed: 


Sweep the entire interior surface, 


indluding ceilings, rfde walls, stall 
partitions, floors, etc., free of dirt 
and dust. 


Remove all accumulations of filth 


by scraping, and if any woodwork 
has become decayed so that it is 
porous or absorbent it should be re- 
moved, burned, and replaced with new 
material. 


If the floor is of earth, remove 4 


inches from the surface and replace 
it with earth from an uncontaminated 
source; or if improvements are de- 
sired, a new floor of concrete may be 
laid, which is very durable and easily 
cleaned. 


AH refuse material from the stable 


and barnyard should be removed to 
a place not accessible to the stock 
and covered with freshly slaked lime. 
The manure spread upon the fields, 
should be turned under immediately. 


The entire interior of the stable, 


especially the feeding troughs and 
drains, should be saturated with a dis- 
infectant, as a 3 per cent compound 
solution of cresol, which would be 4 
ounces of the compound to every gal- 
lon of water. 


The best method of applying the 


disinfectant is by means of a strong 
spray pump, such as those used by 


fruit growers in spraying trees, or a 
small garden sprayer may bo used. 
All mangers and feed boxes which 
have been sprayed should be allowed 
to dry, and then be washed out with 
water to prevent poisoning the stock. 
The spray should be applied immed- 
iately following any outbreak, and as 
a matter of precaution it may be used 
once or twice yearly. 


AH stables, like houses, should have 


ample window space in order to admit 
a plentiful supply of sunlight and 
fresh air, in themselves among the 
most powerful disinfectants known. 
Most disease germs thrive in damp- 
ness, dirt, and darkness, and a clean, 
dry stable presents the most unfavor- 
able conditions for their development. 
For this reason good drainage is also 
essential in the stable and about the 
barn lot.

County Fuel Committee Decides 
to 


Apply "Lightless Night" Schedule 


to County. 


The schedule of "lightless nights" 


originated by the national fuel ad' 
ministration will be enforced in Port- 
age county until further notice, ac- 
cording to an order issued by the 
federal county fuel committee, which 
consists of W. E. Fisher, L. J. Seeger 
and James Mainland of Stevens Point. 


The order, which explains the regu- 


lations fully, follows: 


"The 
United States fuel adminis- 


trator has ordered that no person or 
corporation generating electricity for 
illumination or power shall use any 
coal, oil, gas. or other fuel for the 
purpose of supplying electricity foi- 
illuminating or displaying advertise 
ments. 
notices, 
announcements 
or 


signs designating the location of an 
office, or place of business, or the na- 
ture of 
any 
business 
or electric 


searchlights, or for external illumi- 
nation for 
ornamentation 
of 
any 


building, or lights in the interior of 
stores, offices, or other places of busi- 
ness, when such stores are not open 
for business, excepting such lights 
as are necessary for the public safety 
or as are required by law; nor for 
excessive street lighting intended for 
display or advertising purposes. 


"This order shall be effective only 


on Thursday and Sunday nights of 
each week, and does not apply: 


"1. To the maintenance of street 


lights by any city or town within any 
city or town under contract with the 
officials thereof for such maintenance; 
except that no municipality may use 
fuel for the maintenance of light* 
commonly known as "white way" or 
cluster lights, or other 
decorative 


street lighting, or enter into a con- 
tract for the lighting of the same, ex- 
cept to such extent as such lights are 
necessary for the safety of the pub- 
lic,"2. To such porch 
lights 
upon 


houses or hotels or to the entrance to 
buildings for ingress or egress dur- 
ing the night time; private drive- 
ways, walks or in the grounds or an> 
hotel, manufacturing otaee or resi- 
dence or railroad platform 
or ap- 


proach to yards or Itrjfunds as 
are 


necessary to safety. Provided, how. 
ever, that such lights shall be only 
in such number or site as is required 


to meet public safety and shall be 
reduced at any time under the direc- 
tion of the state fuel administrator. 


"All 
persons furnishing or using 


electricity will take notice of this or- 
der and the same will be strictly en- 
forced in Portage county after this 
date." 


The fuel administration has also 


endorsed the action of the Stevens 
Tfaint Retailers' association in* {ad- 
vocating the closing of stores prompt- 
ly at 6 o'clock each evening except 
Saturday.

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WILL MAINTAIN ROADS 


Federal and County Trunk Lines to 


be Well Cared For During the 


Season of 1918 * 


A systematic road maintenance cam- 


paign, marking a new epoch in high- 
way work, will be inaugurated in Por- 
tige county early this spring under 
the direction of County Highway Com- 
missioner T. E. Cauley. 


Fully $25,000 will be spent for road 


maintenance during the coming sea- 
son, according to Mr. Cauley. Of this 
amount the sum of approximately 
$13.300 will come from the federal 
road fund, on the basis of $175 for 
each mile of federal trunk line high- 
ways. In this county the federal high- 
ways have a mileage of 75.95. Added 
to this is the county trunk line sys- 
tem, which, exclusive of that which 
traverses the federal roads, is prac- 
tically 75 miles. Thus practically 150 
miles of highway will be maintained 
during the coming season in accor- 
dance with legislation enacted last 
year. The funds for maintaining the 
county roads will come from the coun- 
ty's share of the state automobile 
license fees, including a balance from 
last year. The county's share of the( 
1918'receipts will be turned over in

ways will be divided into sections and 
pach section, eight to ten miles in 
leneth. placed in charge of a drag- 
man, who will be responsible for their 
upkeep.

Germans Bomb Hospital Train. 
Right here I would like to tell a lit- 


tle story about a hospital train leaving 
Contay for Rouen—not the one we 
were on. but one which had left a few 
days before. The train, when it waa 
Just ready to depart with a full quota 
of wounded men. was attacked by 
German aeroplanes from which bombs 
were dropped upon it. There is noth-

WAS taken from Pozleres to Albert 
in a Ford ambulance or, as the 
Tommies would say, a "tin Lizzie." 


Hie man who drove this vehicle would 
make a good chauffeur for an adding 
machine. Apparently he was counting 
the bumps in the road, for be didn't 
miss one of them. However, the trip 
waa only a matter of seven miles, and 
I Was in fair condition when they lifted 
mo out and carried me to an operating 
table in the neld dressing station.

The first formality in a shrapnel case 


lathe administration of an anti-tetanus 
fauaoculation, and when it is done you 
teattze that they are sure trying to 
nave yottr life.

Immediately after this was done I 


Was bundled into another ambulance 
and driven to Contay. where the C. C.

In tbe amliulnn<-e 
With me were three other soldiers, an 
artillery officer and two privates of In 
fantry. 
We were all ticketed off a* 


ahrapoel cases and probable recoveries 
Which latter detail is remarkable, since 
the most slightly injured of the four 
had twelve wounds, and there were 
Sixty odd tfhell fragment* or shrapnel 
halls collectively imliedded in us. The 
mrse had told me that I bad about 
twenty wounds. Afterward her count 
proved conservative. 
More accurate 


and later returns showed twenty-two 
haUeta and shell fragment* were in 
my leg. They took these out and pre- 
sented them to me. 1 have been giv- 
ing them awny for souvenirs. 


We were fairly comfortable in the 


ambulance, and I especially had great 
iNtef from the fa^t that the mine bad 
strapped my leg In a sling attached to 
the top of the vehicle.

Red Cross emblem. On the top of each 
of the cars in this train there was a 
Red Cross big enough to be seen from 
miles in the air. The German aviators 
accepted them merely as excellent tar- 
jrets. Their bombs quickly knocked 
three or tour cars from the rails and 
killed several of the helplessly wound- 
ed men. Tbe rest of the patients, weak 
and nervous from recent shock and in- 
jury, some of them half delirious and 
nearly all of them absolutely helpless 
and iu pain, were thrown into near 
panic. 


Tr.-o of the nursing sisters in charg? 


of the train were the coolest Individ 
auls present. They walked calmly up 
and down its length, urging the pa- 
tients to remain <iuit>t, directing the 
male attendants how to remove the 
wounded men safely from the wrerked 
cars and paying uo attention whatever 
to the bombs which were still expl 
ing near the train. I did not have the 
privilege of witnessing this scene 'my- 
self, but I know that I have accurate- 
ly described it, for the details were 
told in an official report when tbe king 
decorated tbe two sisters with tbe Roy- 
al Red Cross for valor in the face of 
tbe enemy. 


The trip from Contay to Rouen was 


a nightmare—twenty-six hours travel- 
Lag l.'iO miles on a train jrhlch was 
forever stopping and starting, its jerky 
and uncertain progress meaning to as 
just hours and hours of suffering. I do 
not know whether this part of tbe sys- 
tem for tbe removal of wounded has 
born Improved now. Then. Its Incon- 
venience* and Irniterfectlon* must have 
been Inevitable, for in every wjiy'after- 
ward tbe most thoughtful and tender 
care was shown us. In tbe long rows 
of huts which compose tbe British gen 
eral hospital at Rouen we found our- 
»elvm in what Mvmed like paradise. 


In tbe hut which constituted tbe spe- 


cial ward for leg wounds I was lifted 
from tbe utmcber on which I bad trav- 
eled all tbe way from Potters Into a 
comfortable 
bed with fresh, clean 


Rbeeta, and Instantly I found myself 
surrounded with quiet, trained, em- 
ctent care. 
I forgot the pain of my 


wounds and tbe dread of tbe coming 
operation when a tray of delicious food 
was placed beside my bed and a naras 
prepared me for tbe enjoyment of tt 
by bathing my face and hands wttb 
scented water. 


On the following morning my leg 


was X rayed and photographed. I told 
the surgeon I thought tbr huslnens of 
operating could very well be put off 
until I had bad about three more 
square meal*. t*ut he couldn't see It 
that way. In the afternoon I got my 
flrmt sickening do** of ether, and they 
took tbe first M of Iron ont of me.

The Alarming: Cablegram. 


It was at this tune (on Nov. 28, 1910. 


ten day* After 1 had been wounded) 
.hut my father In Lexington received 
;he following cablegram from the offl- 
er in charge of the Canadian records 
n England: 
Sincerely reitret to Inform you that Ser- 
geant Alexander McCllntock Is officially 
reported dangerously 111 In No. 6 general 
lospltal frum gunshot wound In left thigh. 
Further particulars supplied when re- 
ceived. 


It appears that during the time of 


my adventures with the black dog and 
the inattentive nurse my temperature 
lad ascended to the stage when the 
doctors began to admit another method 
of treatment might have been success- 
ful. 
But I didn't pass out. The one 


thing I most regret about my close call 
Is that my parents In Lexington were 
In unrelieved suspense about my con- 
dition until I myself sent them a cable 
from London on Dec. 15. After the 
first official message, seemingly pre- 
pared almost as a preface to the an- 
nouncement of my demise, my father 
received no news of me whatever. 
And, as I didn't know that the official 
message had gone, I cabled nothing to 
him until I was feeling fairly chipper 
again. You can't have wars, though, 
without these Little misunderstandings. 


If It were possible I should say some- 


thing here which would be fitting and 
adequate about the Englishwomen 
who nursed the 2,500 wounded men in 
general hospital No. 5 at Rouen, but 
that power isn't given me. All I can 
do is to fall back upon our most pro- 
found American expression of respect 
and say that my hat is off to them. 
One nurse in the ward hi which I lay 
had been on her feet for fifty-six hours, 
with hardly time even to eat. She 
finally fainted from exhaustion, was 
carried out of the ward and was back 
again in four hours, assisting at on 
operation. 
And tbe doctors were do- 


ing their bit, too, in living up to tn« 
obligations which they considered to 
JKJ theirs. An operating room was in 
every ward, with five tables in each. 
After tbe fight on the Somme. in which 
I was wounded, not a table was va- 
cant any hour In the twenty-four for 
days at a time. Outside of each room 
was a long line of stretchers contain- 
ing patients next awaiting surgical at- 
tention. 
And In all that stress I did 


not hear one word of complaint from 
tbe surgeons who stood hour after 
hour, using their skill and training for 
the"petty pay of English armr medical 
officers. 


On Dec. 5 1 was told I was well 


enough to be sent to England, and on 
tbe next day I went on a hospital train 
from Roueu to Havre- 
Here I -was 


placed on a hospital ship whl«-h every 
medical officer In our army nu^ht t«» 
have a chance to iusiK'ct. Nothing in- 
genuity could contrive for convenience 
aud comfort was missing. 
Patients 


were sent below decks In elevators 
and then placed in swinging cradles 
which bung levrt no matter what the 
ship's motion might be. As soon as 
I bad been made comfortable in my 
particular cradle 1 was given a box

Wounded Get Great Welcome. 
The wounded soldier getting back to 


England doenn't have a chance to im- 
agine that his Mervkes arc not appre- 
ciated. The welcome be receives be- 
gins at the railroad station. All traf- 
Bc Is stopped by tbe bobbies to give 
the ambulances a clear way leaving 
the station. 
The people stand 
In 


crowds, tbe men with their bats off. 
while the ambulances pass. Women 
rush out and throw flowers to tbe 
wounded men. Sometimes there la a 
cheer, but usually only silence and 
words of sympathy. 


The King George hospital was built 


to be a government printing office and 
was nearlng completion when tbe war 
broke cut 
It baa been made a para- 


dise for convalescent men. The bare-

average hospital are unknown here. 
There are soft lights and comfortable 
beds and pretty women going about 
as visitors. The stage beauties and 
comedians come to entertain us. Tbe 
food Is delicious, and the chief thought 
of every one seems to be to show the 
Inmates what a comfortable and cheery 
thing it is to be ill among a lot of real 
friends. 
I was there from December 


until February, and my recollections 
of tbe stay'are so pleasant tbat some- 
times I wish I was back. 


On the Friday before 
Christmas 


there was a concert in our ward. 
Among tbe artists who entertained us 
were Fay Compton, Gertrude Elliott 
fsister of Maxine Elliott), George Roble 
and other stars of the London »tage. 
After our protracted 
stay in the 


trenches and our long absence from 
all the civilized forms of amusement 
the affair seemed to us the most won- 
derful show ever given. And in some 
ways it was. For instance, in the most 
entertaining of dramatic exhibitions 
did you ever see the lady artists go 
around and reward enthusiastic ap- 
plause with kisses? Well, that's what 
we got. And I am proud to say ftiat 
It was Miss Compton who conferred 
this honor uj>on me. 


At al-gnt 3 o'clock on that afternoon, 


when t*- were nil having a good time, 
one of the orderlies threw open the 
door of the ward and announced In.a 
loud voice that his majesty the king 
was coming in. We could not have 
been more surprised If some one had 
thrown in a Mills bomb. 
Almost im- 


mediately the king walked In. accom- 
panied by a numlier of aids. 
They 


were all in service uniforms, the king 
having little In the style of his uni- 
form to distinguish him from the oth- 
ers. 
He walked around, presenting 


each patient with a cony of "Queen 
Mary's Gift Book." an artistic little 
volume, with pictures and short stories 
by tbe most famous of English artists 
and writers. When be neared my l*ed 
be turned to one of the nurses and in- 
quired: 


"Is this the oner 
Tbe nurse nodded. He came and sat 


at tbe side of tbe bed and shook hands 
with me. He asked as to what part of 
the United States I had come from. 
how I had got my wounds and what 
the nature of them were, how I was 
getting along and what I particularly 
wished done for me. I answered tus 
questions and said that everything I 
could possibly wish for had already 


•lit, tired little man with a treat bur- 
deu to bear and oot much of mi idea

as ill Individual who would conscien- 
tiously do his best in any •Ituatlou. but 
would never do or say anything with 
tb« slightest suspicion of • punch to It.

Official let- 
ter* from the Cauadlan headquarter* 
amplified this Information, aud a no- 
tlce frout the British war office inform- 
ed me that tbe medal awaited me there. 
I was told tbe king knew that tbe 
medal bad been awarded to me when 
be spoke to me in tbe hospital. 
De- 


tpite glowing reports in tbe Kentucky 
press be didn't pin it on me. Probably 
be dldii't have it with him, or perhaps 
he didn't consider it good form to hang 
• D. C. M. on a suit of striped presenta- 
tion pajamas with • prevailing tone of 
baby blue- 


While I waa in tbe King George hos- 


pital I witnessed one of tbe most won- 
derful examples of courage and pluck 
I have ever seen. A young Scot only 
nineteen years old, McAuley by name, 
bad bad the greater part of bU face 
blown away. Tbe surgeons had patch- 
ed him up in some fashion, but be was 
horribly disfigured. He was the bright- 
est, merriest man La tbe ward, always 
joking aud never depressed. Ills own 
terrible misfortune was merely tbe top- 
ic for humorous comment with him. 
lie seemed to get positive amusement 
out of tbe fact that tbe surgeons were 
always sending for him to do some- 
thing more wltb bis face. One day be 
was going lu to the operating room and 
a fellow patient asked him what the 
new operation was to be. 


"Ob," be said, "I'm going to have a 


cabbage put on In place of a head. 
It'll grow better than tbe one I have 
now." 


Once in a fortnight be would man- 


age to get leave to absent himself from 
tbe hospital for an hour or two. lie 
never came back alone. 
It took a 


couple of men to bring him in. On the 
next morning be would say: 


"Well, it was my birthday. 
A man 


must have a few drinks on bis birth' 
day." 


I was discharged from the hospital 


In the middle of February and Bent to 
a comfortable place at Hastings. Sus- 
sex, where I lived until my furlough 
papers came through. 
I had a fine 


time In London at the theaters and 
clubs pending my departure for home. 
When my furlough had arrived I went 
to Buxton, Derbyshire, where the Ca- 
nadian discharge depot was located, 
and was provided with transportation 
to Montreal. I came back to America 
on the Canadian Pacific Royal Mail 
steamer Metagama, and the trip was 
without Incident of any sort. We lay 
for a time to the Mersey, awaiting 
word that our convoy was ready to see 
us out of tbe danger zone, aud a de- 
stroyer escorted us 400 miles on our 
way. 


I was informed before my departure 


that a commission as lieutenant in tbe 
Canadian forces awaited my return 
from furlough, and I had every inten- 
tion of going back to accept It, but 
since I got to America things have hap- 
pened. 
Now It's the army of Uncle 


Sam for mine. I've written these sto- 
ries to show what we are up against 
It's going to be a tough game and a 
bloody one and a sorrowful one for 
many, but it's up to us to save the 
issue where it's mostly right on one 
side and all wrong on the other—and 
I'm glad we're in. I'm not willing to 
quit soldiering now. but I will be when 
we pet through with this. Because 
when we fiiii*h up with all this there 
won't be any necessity for soldiering. 
The world will be free of war for a 
long, long time, and a Uod's mercy 
that.
